Ching and Ll Hang Chang. It is as fal­ 
lows: 
Article I. The laying of siege to loge-, 
tions of the foreign ministers is a high ■ 
offence against one of the important , 
principles of International laws.

oonntry can possibly tolerate each thing. 
China acknowledges her great fault in 
this respect and promises it will never 
occur again. 
2. China admits'he liability to pay in* 
demnity for various losses sustained on 
this occasion, and the powers will eaoh 
\ appoint officials to examine and present 
all claims for final consultation and set- 
| tlement. 
3. As to fntnro trade and general in- 
; ternational relations, each powor should 
designate how these matters shall be 


I dealt with, whether old treaties should 
Ii continue or new conventions be made, 
slightly adding to old treaties, or can­ 
celling old treaties aud negotiating new 
I ones. 
Any of these plans can be adopt­ 
ed and when China has approved them 
further special regulations will be made 
in each ease as required. 
4. This convention will be made by 
China with the combined powers to 
cover general principles which apply 
alike to all. 
After this settlement, for­ 
eign ministers will remove the seal* 
they caused to be placed in various parts 
of tsung Ii yamen and then the yamen 
ministers may go to yamen and attend 
to buat ness as usual. 
And further, each 
power should arrange its own special 
affairs with China so that separate 
treaties may be settled in due order. 
When the various items of indemnity 
are all arranged properly or an under­ 
standing has been reached about them, 
the powers will successively withdraw 
the troops.
